District Publicity 
with New Craft 


Much publicity was given 
this district ina daily press re- 
port appearing in the Calgary 
Albertan of Saturday last, under 
the heading of ‘Alberta’s Farm- 
er Boatbuilder Constructs 40 
Passenger Craft.” The boat 
builder is W. F. Jennijohn 
whose construction along this 
line is known by everyone in 
the community, The report 
says; ; 

“Alberta farmer boatbuilder 
has constructed another craft 
and Friday evening hundreds 
of Calgary residents viewed the 
imposing vessel, carried on a 
specially-built trailer, as its en- 
tourage stood on a city street. 

“W.F, Jennijohn said that 
this craft was probably his best 
work, His vessels have been 
constructed under unusual dif- 
ficulties on his farm midway 
between Vulcan and Arrow- 
wood. None have been test- 
ed until they have have been 
carried scores of miles to a lake. 
None has proved a failure, 
The new vessel is 38 feet 
jlong with a 10.foot beam. She 
jis~destined for Sylvan Lake 
where she will ply thissummer 
with a sister ship,, The Maple 
Leaf, constructed by Mr. Jenni- 
john some years ago. 

“Strangely enough, Mr. Jen: 
nijohn has learned the most 
of what he knows about ship- 

inland farm. Taking up the 
work first as a hobby he 
discovered that there was a de- 
mand for the craft he construct- 
ed and that they were suitable 
for use on Alberta lakes. 

“Vessels constructed by Mr, 
Jennijohn are not toys. His 
latest ship has accommodation 
for 40 passengers, It is powered 
with a six-cylinder motor that 
will give it a high crusing speed 
with economical operation, All 
ribbing has been done in oak 
and the ship has been construct- 
ed for long service. It is paint- 
ed red and white.—Vulcan Ad-

During the course of our life- 
time we change. Change is 
inevitable because we first grow 
gradually and. develop into 
maturity; then later we begin 
to fade, Change is part of life. 

There is no reason why, dur- 


conditions, we should nut enjoy 
health. We can, providing we 
are willing to recognize the 
cheng which occur, and make 
the necessary effort to adjust 
ourselves to these changes, 


Throughout life there are 
certain health requirements 
thatdo not change. Proper 


food, sufficient rest, exercise 
and such things are required at 
all ages. However, the food 
requirements of a young baby 
are not the same as those of a 
working man, nor is the 
amount of sleep required the 
same. The general need con- 
tiuues, but it must be adapted 
to the age and occupation of 
the individual. 

At certain ages there are dis- 
ease hazards, Whooping cough 
is a serious menace to the young 
baby. Tuberculosis takes its 
heaviest toll in early adult life. 
Cancer ravages the adult group 
It is obvious that at these vari- 
ous ages special attention must 
be given to meet the conditions 
which are particularly serious 
at such ages 

A difficult age is the one 
when we begin to realize that 
our bodies are no longer capab- 
le of doing readily the things 
which were formerly done with 
ease. We do not like to think 
that we are growing old, and 
that we have passed the height 
of our physical powers. When 
this time comes it is necessary 
to make the babits of life such 
that they are within the capaci- 
ty of the body. It means taking 
thingsa little slower, with 
longer periods for rest, and the 
avoidance of heavy or sudden 


physical strains, The growing 


grown man can do, and the 
older man should. not’ attempt 
what the younger adult can do, 

A man may be only as old 
as he feels, and there is no 
reason why he should be de- 
pressed because he is growing 
older. However. no matter 
how young hé ‘feels, it is the 
part of wisdom for the older 
man to realize that his body is 
not as young as it was. If he 
will do that he may look for- 
ward to many useful and happy 
days. 

The older person requires 
less food. More rest is needed. 
sudden physical strains are tu 
be avoided. Things should be 
done more quietly and deliber- 
ately. The golden rule is mod- 
eration in all things, Harm 
comes from excesses, whether 
in one or many things. Take 
the years as they come, and 
make them healthy, happy 
years by adjusting the manner 
of living tothe changing body, 


From the beginning of life, 
the heart must continue to 
function if life is to be main- 
tained, The existence of every 
part of the body depends upon 
the blood which is brought to’ 
it by the pumping action of 
the heart. 

It is obvious that all parts of 
the body will suffer if the heart 
fails \o function normally. The 
health of the body as a whole 
is Tiésely related to the effici- 
ency of the heart. 

When the child is born he 
may not have a sound heart 
The condition known as “blue 
badies” is due to defective 
structure of the heart, Babies 
with poorly formed hearts do 
not a rule survive, and when 
they do they require special 
care Among the children born 
with perfectly formed heart 
there are scme who later dev- 
elop or acquire some abnormal 
heart condition. The disease 
of the heart in childyen is seri- 
ous, It seems as if the undevelop

the mature adult heart, 

It is also to be remembered 
that in childhood rapid growth 
goes on and this makes an 
extra demand upon the heart 
At the same time the heart 
itself is developing into a large 
adult organ, For these rea- 
sans it is obvious that during 
childhvuod the heart needs to be 
protected from those conditions 
which may damage this vital 
organ. Children with heart dis- 
ease must be guided so that 
their lives will be conducted 
with more ease than is the 
lite of the normal child, Great- 
er care must be taken as regards 
food, fresh air and sunshine. 

We all agree that it is much 
better to prevent than to cure 
In order to prevent heart dis- 
ease, we must eliminate as far 
possible the conditions which 
lead toit. Because rheumatic 
fever is the outstanding cause 
of heart disease in children, 
great progress in the’ preven- 
tion of rheumatic fever, This 
means the treatment of diseas- 
ed tonsils, teeth or other parts. 
Attention must be given to 
general health through prop- 
er food; plenty of fresh air and 
sufficient rest. It is by building

1! Experimental Station, Lacombe 
For this purpose the fol- 


lowing hogs were used in tlic 
trials: 68 purebred Yorkshires 
44 purebred Berkshires, 28 pure- 
bred Tamworths, 20 purebred 
Duroc-Jerseys, 17 Yorkshire- 
Tamworth crossbreds, 12 York- 
shire-Duroc Jersey crossbreds 
11 Berkshire-Duroc-Jersey cross 
breds, 9 Berkshire-Tamworth 
crossbreds, and 9 Tamworth- 
Birkshire crossbreds, making 
a total of 160 purebreds and 58 
crossbreds fed. The compari- 
son of breeds as econumic pro- 
ducers was studied at the same 
time, which accounted for there 
being only a comparatively 
small number of crossbred pigs 
used, 

In selecting hogs for the ex- 
periment an endeavor was made 
to obtain hogs of fairly uniform 
size and at the same time ob- 
tain lots of as nearly the same 
blood lines as possible. There 
was some variation in the age 
of the respective lots, which was 
unavoidable, 

Based on the five year aver- 
age, the results of this test show 
the crossbred pigs to make an 
average daily gain per head 
of 1.113 pounds as contrasted 
with 1.023 pounds on the part 
part of the purebreds, or an in- 
crease of more than 11 per cent 
in favor of cross breeding. 

In “meal required to produce 
00 pounds of gain” there is a 
marked difference in favor of 
the crossbred pigs, the average 
showing a saving of 34 pounds 
of meal on the crossbred lots 
over the purebred for every 
100 pounds of gain produced. 

Coming to the cost per 100 lbs 
gain, here sgain the crossbred 
lots make a better showing, 
with an average for all lots 
of 55 cents per hundred pounds 
again in favor of the crossbred 
lots. 

While the crossbred pigs 
clearly excelled those of pure 
breeding it must be kept in 
mind that it takes purebreds on 
hoth sides of the pedigree in 
order to gain whatever benefit 
may accrue from the crossbreed- 
ing process, In order to obtain 
the best results in cross breed- 
ing, outstanding individuals 
must be obtained for foundation 
stock of the breeds it is propos- 
ed to cross. The progeny of 
cross bred litters should be for 
market purposes only, and 
should never under any circum 
stances be retained for breed 
ing purposes.
